C hristm as with good tidings and deep religious sig n ifi­ 
cance does not play a part in their lives. They aren't inter­ 
ested in it. W hy? Because for them C hristm as does hot fit 
into their concept of life and governm ent. This concept was 
developed by ladim ir I. Lenin, ( the developer of modern da 
com m unism and the fath er of Party structure and dictator­ 
ship) in 19011, and enlarged upon by an intensely ambit inl ­ 
and financial man nam ed Karl Mark in 1917.
